,;from the'lake consumers for th'e cpal. 
. production of this region. He statecl 
.that would come about, perhaps-in 
'the near future, when the interstate 


- commerce commission' revised 
the 


.•freight rates.so as to give this sec- 
tion a fair' shipping rate. 
In West 


. Virginia he( said they have a fair rate 


and, consequently the demand 
for 


steam coal from chat 
section 
is 


. greater. 
. • "I am very optimistic on the future 


of the Washington county coal field," 


\ he said, '"and I say that the people 
'- do not appreciate what they have. 


I 'would not be surprisc-d if within 


. the next few days the interstate com- 


merce commission would hand down a 
revised schedule that will change the 
%-alue of the coal iands here consider- 
ably. The northern part of the country 
especially, is bound to become a great 
coal center." 


Such was in p:irt the testimony 


given in the hearing of the sixty some 
. odd appeals from the triennial coal 
and .surface assessments that have 


'.. come in from the^townships of Canton, 
.V Jefferson, Mt. "Pleasant, Smith, Inde- 
pendence, Cross-Creek, West 
Pike 
: Run and Hopewel in 
Washington 


- county and heard'by Judge itcllvaine. 
•'- 
The hearing of the testimony for 


; the appellants was 
concluded last 


' week. • The testimony offered was a 
47 repetition of the statements of the 
; witnesses from.oth<ir townships. They 
.. all claimed that .the land was assessed 


iri-excess of -vts.;-y;ilue . and that (fie 
commissioners in malting these assess- 
ments should not' charge them with 


. the underlying coal from which they 


get no Income. 


Isaac Baum, attorney for. the com- 


missioners opened his case by plac- 


' Jag Botleau, the 'mining expert, on the 


- stand. Tie expert, was the star wtt- 
. nesi and came .loaded with intorma- 


tlon on the conditions of the coal in 
the townships in question. 
He also 


brought along a map, that showed the 
exact location of all mines and coal 
lands in the Pitttburg 
field, 
who 


. owned them and tho depth and quality 
. of the coal. HT. Bulleau said that he 
I prepared this map at great expense 


• • and was constantly adding to it. 
As 


'*• it is now it is not much short of "life 
;. size." 


When Baum placid his star witness 


upon the stand he stated to the court 
that it was his intention to prove 
: that all the townships from which the 
. appealing farmers hailed, are under- 


laid with the Pittsburg and River coal 
vein and that the coal underlying is 
of good quality and that the values 
of the coal and surface placed by the 
commissioners r.re not excessive but 
are fair values for the coal and sur- 


• face. 


Attorneys for the appellants did not 


• seem to care for this kind of testimony 


and stated the same to the court but 


' said court was of different opinion 


and overrruled the objection. Boileau 
then proceeded .to furnish some ex- 
ceedingly interesting information to 
the assembled multitude on the sub- 


, ject of coal, coal ol all kinds and par- 
. ticularly that in the townships in 
. the northern 
part 
of 
Washington 


. county. 


He began by giving a description of 


• his map which he said was based on 
' his own observations and the reports 
i of. the 'geological. survey. It showed 
.- all the outcroppinss and the Pitts- 


• burg vein. 
Attorney Crumrine herej 
. interposed and asl;ed 
whether the 


fact that the coal outcropped at point 


•' A and B close together, necessarily 


• proved that there was coal 
aloug 
; the' line between these points. 
Boil- 


• eau said that such a point was taken 


• for granted and that If coal vras not 


• there it would be a freak that has 


never been discovered In this section. 


The expert at the request of the 


• court gave a description of the ori- 


• gin of the Pittsburg coal bed and the 
• variances as to quality of the coal 


in the different sections. He.said that 
the Monongahela liver, ages ago. at 
the time of the formation of the cnal 


. beds, 'flowed north through 
Beaver 


valley and on to Lake Erie. Then a 
glacial movement dammed up 
this 


river bert and caused the river to run 
west to the Ohio .md so on to 
the 


' Gulf. This deflection caused the river 


to cut through the coal beds and in 
;: luces where the water 
came 
in 


rontact with the coal it washed out a 
considerable portion oE the gas con- 
tained, thus making an inferior qual- 
ity of coal. Also. In certain portions 
a layer of slate was deposited, then 


• a layer of coal and slate and so on. 


The coal along the river, he said 


was the best cokin;: quality but as one 
coes west to the Washington antl- 


• cllne the quality becomes inferior and 
' west of the 
antidine 
it. 
becomes 


' steam coal. This he said was due to 


the ancient deflection of the Monon- 


gahela which washed out a consider- 
able amount of the gag from the coal. 


He said that ia' Robinson township 


they had a grade of coal that could 
only be sold when there was a big de- 
mand. 


When tiie expert began to give. tes- 


timony, as regards the : thickness ami 
quality of the coal under townships 
the counsel for the appellants objected, 
saying that the expert

purchased in Cross Creek was about 
sis years ago when he said he paid 
at least $100 per acre for it. For the 
coal he bought in Jefferson townhslp 
he also paid $100 per acre and 
ten 


years ago, he said, nothing could be 
bought in Mt. Pleasant for less than 
$SO per acre. Those prices, he said, 
were for coal only and not the sur- 
face. 


The average assessments made by 


the commisslonsrs for the coal alone 
in Cross Creek, Jefferson 
and 


Pleasant were ?S1, $50 and $110 re- 
spectively. 


As regards the coal valuations in 


the • districts on January, 1910, as 
compared with the valuations several 
years ago when he bought coal from 
(here, he said, the value of the Pitts- 
burg vein had not depreciated but 
judging from the prices that the farm 
ers asked for their land at the present 
time when one attempted to buy, he 
would say it was appreciated. 


During the past year, he continued, 


he had only heard of one 
sale, of 


coal, in that district. 
He 
said- the 


people were rather timid about invest- 
ing their money, those days but be- 
cause no one boupht the coal lying 
there, 'that did not lessen its value. 
There has been no activity 
Jn 'the 


coal market of Washington county, 
he continued, since the panic of 1907. 
Previous to that quite a stir n-as re- 
corded. 


Baum then ran over the 
list of 


coal assessments and asked Mr. Boil- 
eau whether he considered these val- 
ations excessive, to which the expert 
repiied that if anything they were too 
low. He said he would pass no opin- 
ion on the valuation placed on the 
surface for he was not familiar with 
it.
